That was a measurable triumph which the Central 
West scored in the fight in the United States senate 
over the Hawley tariff bill. 
Over stubborn opposition schedules on farm prod­ 
ucts were advanced considerably above th* levels 
fixed by the house bill, particularly in connection 
with the industry of dairying 
I “he tariff on fresh or sour cream was advanced 
from 30 to 56 6-10 cento a gallon, aa compared with 
tho duty fixed in the house bul of 48 cento; skimmed 
milk and buttermilk from I to 2 06 cento per gallon, 
lins wee toned condensed milk from I to I J cents a 
pound! sweetened condensed milk from 1J to 2.76 
cent* a pound! all other condensed milk from 1.885 
to a ss cento a pound; dried whole milk Bom 3 to O S 
cento a pound; dried cream from 7 to 12 393 cento 
a pound and malted milk from 20 to SS per cent 
ad valorem. 
The levy on cheese wa* raised from 5 to 8 cents a 
pound 
Rates on live poultry were advanced from 3 to 8 
cento a pound, and on dressed poultry from 6 to IO 
cents a pound. 
If the action taken on the first Important grain 
may be taken a* a criterion of what will happen 
the American fanner has real cause for rejoicing. 
The duty on oat* was raised from IS to IO cento a 
pound. Com Is the grain which needs more protec­ 
tion than th# house bill carries. The various farm 
organisations had requested the rate be fixed at 30 
cento a bushel but Instead the duty in the house but 
provided for a tariff of 25 cents. That will not be 
sufficient to shut out the large shipments of Argen­ 
tine 00m which have been coming into this country 
tn the last three years. If the farm bloc can force 
a tariff of 30 cento over the combined opposition of 
com products manufacturers along the Atlantic sea­ 
board and Ut* Ohio valley, something very substan­ 
tial will ha vs been accomplished on behalf of the 
farmer. 
More than that the rates on csttle are not satis­ 
factory. There was no change made in the house 
bill With respect to cattle on the hoof, notwithstand­ 
ing It Is recognised Canada and Mexico are shipping 
thousands of head of choice beef into this country 
•ach week, owing to the scarcity of stock on the 
Tangs, and th# prevailing high prices. 
The house 
bill conferred all of the increases upon dressed beef, 
which only indirectly benefits the farmer on the 
supposition the packer grill pay him more for his 
cattle. 
In the main, 
however, it is the packer who 
derives the greatest benefit 
from this advance in 
duty. We need higher duties upon livestock and it 
I* to be hoped the senate farm bloc will follow up 
the splendid start which it has made by correcting 
the situation which exists with reference to corn and 
cattle. 
Even at that the tariff changes made in the senate 
are of great importance In Nebraska. We have de­ 
veloped a thriving dairy industry in this state, ex­ 
celled only by Wisconsin and Minnesota in volume 
It la our greatest source of income of the many side­ 
lines which have been taken up to diversify the agri­ 
cultural program. The importance of thee# tariff in­ 
creases to that those 
on tile farm who have made 
heavy investments in blooded stock may confidently 
look forward to a period of stability and high prices. 

Ail 
th at we need to do to to guard against the possibility 
th at European Imports, particularly from Denmark, 
and Otho: great dairying nations of the North, shall 
Dot usurp the domestic American market.

THE COST OF REING SICK. 
Dr Hugh 8. Cumming, surgeon general of the fed­ 
eral public health service exhibits a keen apprecia­ 
tion of an existing condition when he says that the 
pauper receives the benefits of modern medicine free 
of charge, whtle the millionaire pays dearly for them, 
the man of moderate means, who will not accept 
charity, being in the meantime neglected. In the 
opinion of Dr. Cumming this to a situation which 
must be met by a readjustment of the cost of medi­ 
cal attention. 
It is a fact known to practically all people that 
physicians and surgeons devote a great deal of their 
time to work for which they receive no compensa­ 
tion whatever, the charges to patients of wealth be­ 
ing made high enough to pay for th* time thus occu­ 
pied. The totter, as a rule, understand that such to 
the esse and make no objection. Hospital service to 
also provided by municipalities or counties for those 
who ere frankly In indigent circumstances. 
For the great so-called middle class, however, the 
wage earner or the small salary producer, who has 
a family and is perhaps paying for a home, sickness 
or accident requiring hospital treatment has terrors 
which cannot be known to any others. For the ex­ 
pense of a room in a hospital, with an attendant 
nurse, if it be continued for any length of time is 
sufficient to upset the financial budget of such a 
citizen for an unbelievable time. 
People of practically all classes contribute to funds 
for the building and furnishing of hospitals and in 
some municipalities pay taxes year after year for 
the support of such institutions, believing that when 
they have use for the same the service will be avail­ 
able at moderate cost. They are quickly disillusioned, 
however, when they make application for admission, 
for they find that charges are on the millionaire 
basto and that it to easier to borrow money from a 
bank than to get in without the proper Blue book 
rating. A case of sickness requiring hospital treat­ 
ment to the greatest calamity that can befall a family 
in ordinary circumstances. 
The committee on the cost of medical care of the 
American Medical association to now working on this 
problem.
